3. Claims 1-9, 12-14, 17-21, 24, 25, 27-29 and 32 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. As per claims 1, 13 and 25 and dependent claims 2-9, 12, 14, 17-21, 24, 27-29 and 32, 
the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a method for 
detecting and correcting tube spit (and corresponding processor) comprising the steps of: 
providing a computer, being in electrical communication with a CT generator and configured to 
detect fluctuations in generator output voltage; monitoring generator output voltage; detecting 
any drops in generator output voltage; determining whether a tube-spit event occurred and if a 
tube spit event occurred, performing tube-spit correction, as recited in independent claims 1, 13 
and 25.
